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1. Souree states that, a3 a result of information from Tehran that the Tudeh 
Party was attempting to increase activities in the Meshed area, the Iranian 
Secret Police (Aghai), after a reorganization, believes that it has an 
80 percent coverage of 211 illegal activity of the Tudeh Party in Meshed. 
The police is in close touch with the mjtahids in Meshed, and relies on 
them to a great extent vo keep down any Tudeh activity and propaganda. 


2. Tudeh members or sympathizers in Meshed are estimated by source as follows: 


Khosrovi spinning f:etory; 1,000 employees = 2 percent Tudeh members 
and 6 percent sympathizers. 

Sugar factory; 400 (seasonal) employees ~ 15 percent Tudeh members 
or sympathizers, 


3, Another well-placed source states that labor difficulties on the construction 
of the Meshed-Sangbast railway are being exploited by Soviet agents, and 
cites the following examplusaNescapse from the Ashkhabad prison at the time 
of the earthquake on 6 Octcber 1948 was employed as a laborer on this 
construction work. He and iis closest associates were discharged when his 
propaganda activities among the laborers sroused suspicion. Source states 
that thie laborer made daily visits to the Soviet Consulate General in 
Meshed. 
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
